prefent. It was his humble opinion, that the Sele& | 
Committee appointed-by the Houfe of Commons to 
examine the phyficians refpecting the {tate of his 
Majefty’s health, had not difcharged the. important 
duty which had been committed to them by the 
Houfe. The great end of every enquiry was the - 
difcovery of truth. ‘The reafon why this examina-_ 
tion was appvinted by the. Houfe was, that the 
truth, and the whole truth, might be known with re- 
{pect to the prefent {tate of his Majelty’s health, and 
the probability of his recovtry. .. His firft objection 
to this examination was, that it had been parrosyed , 
by the Committee, and conducted in’a manner ¢k., 
extremely unfavourable to the invettigatipa of wari. 
The Commi:tee had confined themfelves too maciy 


not according to the true fpirit of their bafinels, 
which was, a clear, impartial, and complete exami-~ 
nation into every fac .which could: throw the Icait 
light on the {tate of the King’s health. - There wag 
an attempt to- equalize between two phyficians. 
They bad endeavoured to fet the kill and: abilities 
of Dr Willis and of Dr Warren oppofite-:to each 
other, and he fhould not have found much fault 
with this. But, though they had been large and 
liberal in the examination of thefe two phyfcians, 
they had refufed to examine the other phyficians 
who were likewife acquainted with the ftave of his 
Mojeftg’c-healrls fo ¢rar the Committee were un 
Die xo Mette “berween “the “opitions oF Dr Willix- 
and chat of Dr Warren. He {aid} there was not a! 
thadow of reafon for this, difference. This exami- 
nation therefore was partial, aad dire@ly contrary to 
the true end of it, namely to afcertain precifely the 
prefent fate of his Majelty’s health, If the other 
phyficians had been examined as they ought to have 
been, in that cafe the Gentlemen of the Committee , 
would have been able to judge, whether more ftrefg 
ought to be laid on the opinion of Dr Willis or of. 
Dr Warren. But in the manner in which the exa- 
mination had been conducted they could not do this, 
and therefore the very end of it was defeated. He faid 
this was not all; there were other individuals t@ whom 
juftice had not been done. The Committee had 
hot examined his Majefty’s fargeons and ‘apatheca- 
ties, which it was their duty to have done, He 
contended, that the examination of the Phyficians 
ought either to have been impartial, full, and com- - 
plete, or there ought to have been no examination 
at all. Mr Burke faid, the life of the King was, 
and had been for fome time, unfafe, “It was of the 
utmoft, importance to.the Houfe to know exadly 
the prefent fituation of his Majefty. “He did not 
mean to impute a murderous intention to any man 
living ; but they ought to be perfeétly fatisfied of e- 
very thing that related to his Majefty, both as a 
man, and as the moft gracious fevercign of this 
country ; but this he was certain they could not
